Columbus, O., Feb. 20. — Rodney J. 


Diegel, former sergeant-at-arms of the 
Ohio State Senate, jnust serve three 
years in the state penitentiary for com- 
plicity in legislative bribery. This de- 
cision was announced today by the 
Supreme court which heard the last 
, appeal by the counsel for their client 
more than a month ago, and sustained 
the decision of the lower court.

sentence of three years was imposed 
toy Common Pleas Judge Kinkead, for- 
merly a personal friend of Diegel. To- 
day's decision established the compe- 
tency of dictagraph evidence which had 
never before been passed upon.

$200 to influence his vote on the Scu-

The sheriff was cap- 
tured and one member of the mob 
broke down the door of 'the rbom in 
which the blacks "were hu'ddled and 
opened fire. 
Each of the wounded 
prisoners -was struck. Evidently be- 
lieving all three were dead, the mob 
iispersed. Later the two wounded 
blacks were secretly taken to the 
jail. 


During the two hours between the 
attacks Sheriff Williams telegraphed 
the governor to send troops, and a 
iSTashville company_ was ordered out. 
This was countermanded later, how- 
ever, when Williams informed 
the 
sovernor that he believed he could 
handle the situation. 
Everson was killed on the night of 


Feb. 10, when he was thrown from a 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis 
:rain near Bellbuckle, Tenn. He had 
iried to quiet boisterous negroes in 
the Jim iCrow car. 
It is said the mob, 
which

composed of not more than twenty 
men, was made up largely of persons 
from Nashville, many of them eni-

Washington. Feb. 20.—Charles P. 


Taft of Cincinnati, brother of Presi- 
dent Taft, will be subpoenaed to ap- 
pear before .the house committee on 
expenditures" in the war department 
to testify in the investigation of the 
case of Paymaster Beecher B. Ray, 
the army officer Avho is virtually be- 
ing investigated 011 a charge of po- 
litical activity. 


An attempt to keep 
secret the 


fact that Charles P. Taft would be 
subpoenaed was made by the com- 
mittee when it met in executive ses- 
sion last night to decide upon this 
latest move. 


Search for missing papers in the 


case of Major Ray has been begun 
by the committee. 


That there have disappeared from 


the war department 
certain 
docu- 


ments and correspondence relating to 
charges against Ray when he 
was 


paymaster in the Philippines, Chair- 
man Helm and other members of the 
committee are satisfied, and to find 
the originals is their intention. 


The committee, 
after 
conferring 


with Adjutant General Ainsworth, re- 
tired, yesterday learned that copies 
of some of the missing papers, if 
not all of them, were in existence. 
This development caused a stir in 
the committee, and later it was re- 
ported that in the Ray case certain 
persons attached to the war depart- 
ment had carefully kept "copies 
of 


correspondence, anticipating that the 
originals might be spirited away. 


When that became known the com- 


mittee decided to change its plan of 
action, and is undecided whom 
to 


call as the next witness. 
General 


Ainsworth will be held under sub- 
poena. 


President Taft has a knotty proo- 


lem before him in the pending pro- 
motion of Major Ray to be a colonel 
in tile paymaster's department of the 
army. The president now has Major 
Ray's nomination before "him. 
It is 


thought that under the circumstances 
the senate would refuse to confirm 
his nomination and the ensuing de- 
lay would block promotions of many 
deserving officers. 


Major Ray, as ranking major in 


the pay -department, was automati- 
cally eligible to promotion to a col- 
onelcy on the retirement of Paymas- 
ter General Whipple.

HE winter of 1878-9,! was, as a member of the Illinois legislature, a visitor at the 
Southern Illinois penitentiary. We went as a committe to get a general knowledge 
Of the institution, to* be better prepared to act upon its requests for appropriations. 
On Sunday morning, the prisoners were in the chapel and I was walking along the 


corridor, with my infant daughter in my arms. As I passed one cell, I noticed that 
one man was still in there, and I stopped and spoke to him. 
He was.sitting back on his 
cot, 


and when I asked him to come forward and speak to me, he declined in a growling sort of way. 
I told him what I was there for, and asked him how the food was and as to other conditions. 
I then got a view of his face and my first thought was, "Now, I have found an example of total 
depravity." The man's face indicated that he hated everyone, including himself. If there was 
a redeeming line, I could not find it, but I determined to search for it. 
1 persuaded him to. 


come to the barred door of his cell—told him I wished he would go to the chapel—said, in 
short, that I was sorry for him and wished to befriend him. 
Not a line or a single expression 


of his face changed. Presently my little babe, with her hands flying about and between the 
bars, caught him with her chubby fingers and pinched his cheek. . . . 


Have you ever seen the sun break suddenly through the clouds? If so, you can have 


some idea of the transformation in that man's face? The hard lines melted; the coarse lips 
trembled into a pathetic smile; the wandering eyes shone into the baby's face and great tears 
came roiling down his own.

Unless we keep our physical condition up to the mark all the time, 


which of course we .should do, :but don't, we are pretty apt to have a 
touch of spriag fever. We have. been living at a tension during the winter, 
crowding our days-and our nights over full of work and play.

.eaten rich, heavy foods. -We have not had a sufficient quantity either 
of fresh air or exercise. 
All. this fills the body with poisons of various 


kinds, which, with the first relaxing days of spring, show in the form of a 
general feeling of lassitude .and depression, a lack of both desire and 
strength to work, even perhaps In eruptions on the face or other parts of 
the body, by which the system seeks to throw off the undesirable elements 
in the blood.

Pork and sausage and fried meats should be entirely 
dispensed with, If possible. So also should rich gravies, pastries, rich pud- 
dings, and food of this character.

Fruit and fresh, crisp salad should be a regular' 
article of the diet. The more fruit and the more salads eaten, the surer 
will be the rout of spring fever.

WHAT IS A KILOWATT-HOUR? 


The kilowatt-hour is the unit o£ 


elactric energy, or the measuie by 
•which practically all electricity 
is 


now sold in this countiy. 
It will 


not be attempted to give a technical 
deiinition ot the Kilowatt-hour, 
as 


such a definition, would be. useless 
to the average readar, but it will be 
endeavored to convey to the leader 
some idea of how much 
electricity 


a kilowatt-hour repiesents. 


The word is made up of three 


words, namely: kilo, watt and hour. 


-•Kilo is the Greek <word 
meaning 


thousand, and is sometimes used in 
the English language to express one 
thousand, as it 
is 
muen 
shorter. 
Thus: A kilogram is 1000 grams 
Likewise a kilowatt is 1000 watts. 
The ,watt is the unit of electric 


powei, and as we see from 
the 


above paragraph, is one thousandth 
of a kilowatt and the best way to 
give the reader a clear idea ot how 
much electric power this, will be to 
tell how many watts are required to 
operate certain familiar pieces 
ot 


electiical apparatus in common use. 


To light to full candle power the 


average 16 candle power lamp 
re- 


quires about 56 watts per hour, an, 
8 candle power requires about 
30 
watts per hour, a 32 candle power 
lequires about 112 watts per hour. 


In speaking ot the number of watts, 


required to operate a certain piece 
of apparatus, it is usually stated 
that the 
apparatus 
consumes 
so 


many watts, thus; a 16 candla power 
consumes 56 watts in one hour. 


POAVERFUL SEARCHLIGHT 


ON CHICAGO STATION. 


Pedestrians traveling 
from 
the 


"loop district" 
to 
Chicago's West 


Side in the evening have their atten- 
tion called skyward by a big ray of 
light which shoots far into the sky 
from the roof of the new Chicago & 
Northwestern railway station. 


A powerful search 
light 
of the 


"Navy" type has been installed on 
the clock tower of the station on the 
Clinton street side. Set on an oscil- 
lating deviqe, it is moved about by 
electrical apparatus designed by the 
railway"s engineers. Th,e lamp is in 
operation from 5.30 p. m. to 10.30 
p. m. and shoots it powerful ray over 
the loop district 
When the light is 


directed east the ray can be followed 
for six or seven miles out over Lake 
Michigan. 
The beam of light where
